Two of 
these reports are given definitely on 
the ecuthority of the Canadian Paci- 
{ic railway, and the o‘her, dated irom 
Chicago, must have been derived from 
ihe same source.. The gross libelling 


of a whole seciion of country is a very 


serious matter ‘and affects!) the ma- 
terial welfare of every property hold- 
er and business man in it. Lt is sal- 
most inconceivable that the C. P. R. 
would take such a course and the 
Bulletin would be sorry to falsely, ac- 
cuse the company of doing so. But 
the facts speak for themselves. The 
false reports are given directly on the 
authority of the railway company, and 
if they did not instigate them it is 
their business to publicly repudiate 
them and find out and punish the per- 
son or persons who are guilty. The 
Bulletin begs to respectfully suggest 
that the board of trade take] up this 
question with the railway company 
and with the newspapers, giving the 
facts, and asking for a public correc- 


tion.

bejieve we are safe in saying that our 
big crop is slill in good shape and free 
from danger of any kind. In {he 
eastern and southeartern parts of 
Manitoba the tempe'*(ure) was not 
anywhe ‘e near the danger jine. From 
the grain region of Northern Alberta 
some contradictory reports have been 
received. Heavy rains have. been ex- 
perienced in that vuarter during July, 
but ut is hoped that fine weather will 
now prevail until the crops are ripen- 
ed and harvested. :

The name of Andrew Carnegie has 
been made prominent! throughout the 
civilized world during ‘he past few 
months by the number and magnitude 
of his gifts to public libraries in the 
{United States, Canada and _ Britain. 
Sermons without number have been 
preached in his bonor and he ‘has been 
held up as an example 
pl large means throughout the world 
—as one who at last hag found the 
true vse of wealth. Occasionally a 
discordant vote has been heard, but 
jit was quickly drowned by renewed 
viger in the general chorus of praise. 
Strange to say the Jiscord| or dissent 
always came from the very class of 
people whom Mr. Carnegie’s gifts were 
chiefly intended to benefit; that is the 
laboring “Unreasonable and 
ungrateful!’ was the cry raised 
agaist them, by the Carnegie shout- 
ers, and many of the disinterested pub 
lic were inclined to agree. The Objec- 
the werkingmen was not, to 
the purpose bu‘, to the source of Mr.

Many good, people were ready 
to take the Carregie morey when they 
fancied that by so dving they, could 
help (o ease the conscience of an old 
gentleman who had not long to live, 
who will not‘ be willing to take it jf 
they feel that. is is given jo keep their 
eyes blind and mouths closed. to what 
may fairly be called the Carnegie 
methods of handling tbe iron workers, 
of rigging the stock morket, and of 
monopolizing the iron industry. It 
is a notorious, an _ historical, fact that 
howhere on the American continent 
has labor been, degraded soa syste- 
matitally and thoroughly ag in the 
Carnegie and other similar works in- 
fluenced 4y thetr example or com- 
pelled by their, competition. From 
time to time the grind becameR too 
severe and there was a strike and 
from: time to time the strikq failed 
—more than once quelled in blood— 
and the more objectionable conditions 
were enforced. It was because Car- 
negie ground the faces of his work- 
men more upmereifully, than any oth- 
er United States iron master thai{ he 
was enabled to take the lead in iron 
production, and this! lead once attain- 
ed made b'm this millions. Is money 
made bysuch meams aught hut the 
price of blood ? And what working man 
can enjoy the benefits of a Carnegie 
free library and not feel that he is 
a parimer with Carnegie in his work 
of degrading labor and the laboring 
man? If Carnegie’s philanthropy should 
take the form of higher wages and 
better conditions to, the employees of 
bis works then it would be philan- 
thropy indeed. But 
doing so, evea now the employees of 
the gigantic steel trust of which he iis 
the leading spirit, have struck to -pre- 
vent the exteusion of the | Carnegie 
methods—worked out to an. exact 
science ait Homestead, Pa.,—to every 
steel plant 1 the United States. 
The money so freely donated, to build 
libraries was given for the express 
purpose of muzzling the press and pul- 
pit as a part of the preparation 
against the strike wh-ch thq heads of 
the trust knew had to come before 
the workmen could be reduced to a 
proper state of submission. 

But Carnegie did not makp all his 
millions out of grinding his employees, 
nor yet out of profits on the work 
which he turned out of his mills. A 
very large part has come from the 
process known as “shearing! “the 
lambs.” ‘Tbe investing public, having 
contidence in the busipess ability, of 
the heads of the trust, have bought 
and paid for stock beyond the value 
of the actual property which the trust 
hiolds. This is what is called water- 
ed stock, and the price received for the 
watered stock is divided amongst the 
heads of the trust. The stock{ of the 
trust runs away up into the millions 
and no outsider can form anidea hew 
many of those millions is represented 
by water and how many by actual 
plant and material. It, is possible 
that Carnegie has made more out of 
his one deal in going into the trust 
than he did@ in all his, previous life. 
If that is the case possibly many of 
those who are loudest im their praises 
of Mr. Carnegie’s philanthropy may 
have the satisfaction of feeling that 
by purchasing shares in the steel plant 
they have contributed their mite’ to- 
wards that philanthrqgpu, which has 
been exercised at their and nottat Mr. 
Carnegie’s expense

THES COAL OIL INDUSTRY. 

The production of petroleum in for- 
eign covntries in 1900 amounted to 
about ‘86,000,006 barrels. The coun- 
try show ng tbe larger production was 
Russia, which produced the enormous 
amount of 77,230,561 barrels, Galicia. 
foMows with 2,346,505 barrels and Rou- 
mania with a litile over 2,000,000 bar- 
rels; Sumatra is credited with only 
1,520,000 barrels; Jipan proiuced 1,116,- 
720 barrels, while Canada is reported 
with only 625,650 barrels) From, ac- 
counts heretofore printed in foreign 
papers the umportance of some of these 
countries as producers of petroleum 
tas been greatly overestimated, the 
tendency abroad being to exaggerate 
ihe extent of the field and the output. 
The total production oi the world dur- 
ing the yearn 1900 may be stated in 


round numbers at 150,000,000) barrels 
While the United, States stands sec- 
ond as *o *he quanitty of oil produced, 
the value o! the product was far great- 
er than was that of Russia. 

At lengt: the Russian government 
has decided to build a pipe line from 
the oi!l-fields of Baku to Barum, on 
the Black sea. The transportation of 
oil over this distance of 550 miles has 
teen by railroad, and the quantity 
which could be carried has been limit- 
ed by the capacity of the fline to a de- 
gree which has frequently been. em- 
barrasing to producers. It is expect- 
ed that two years—possibly three— 
will pass before the completion’ of the 
line, as an imperial decree directs that 
all the pipes and pumping machinery 
must be of Russian manufacturek 

“That the oil, producers of the year 
1909 had abundant cause to pronounce 
it a very Satisfactory one 1s shown by 
jhese facts,” says the Ou Lity Derrick. 
“They ,reduced more dil than during 
any previous year in the history of the 
oll trade. The average price they re- 
ceived was over 4 cenis per barrel bet- 
ter than the’average of the previous 
year, and with single exception of the 
vear 1895 the highest’ price ‘Yealized 
in twenty-four years past. This tot- 
al petroleum production for the year 
1900 in the United States was 63,362,704 
barrels, for which the products re- 
ceived ower $75,000,000. More wells 
were drilled than during any preceding 
year in the bis‘ory of the oil industry. 
in 1900 14,543 wells were drilled in the 
eastern oil fields, representing am €X- 


base,

penditure of not less than $28,000,000. 
The production of the Pennsylvania 
and Lima oil fields was about. 59,800,- 
000 barrels, valued, at nearly $71,000,- 
00Q% Allowing 25 cents a ‘barrel is 
about $15,000,000. Add this amount 
to what was expended in drilling and 
you have a total of $43,000,000, leaving 
$28,000,000 as the possible profit of the 
producing fraternity for the year.”

FLOWING WELLS 

Okotoks Times: The countyy lying 
to the southeast of Okotoks, across 
High River, is an exceptionally favor- 
ed locality, though at the present 
time not sv thickly settled. The ranth- 
ers there have always prospered, grass 
and hay being abundant for their large 
bunches of cattle and horses, and 
farming, which although a secondary 
matter, has been no small success. But 
where ferming has been carried on 
more extensively as in the district 
south of Okotoks 1t has been a decided 
succes. a* 

Many have objected ta that part of 
the couniry on account of it being 
difficult to get a lasting supply, of 
water. But recent investigationg and 
observations have showy that surface 
water or soakage,of an indifferent 
character can be obtained as in any 
other country at a depth af a few 
feet, durtmg wet Seasons anda In sea- 
sous when there is less rain a good 
supply can be had at from 20 to 40 
feet, this same@ rule applies everf to 
districts where the precipitation aver- 
ages higher than this district{ as it 
does in districts north of Calgary. But 
it is proven that a gopd and permanent 
supply of water is obtained in, the dis- 
trict across the river. The rock there 
lies at various depths. At Mr. Wm. 
Rowles it is tweive feet beiow, the sur- 
face. Further south tt lies over a 
hundred feet below, And tis in the 
vock that a permanent supply of wat- 
er 1s obtained. Several artesian wells 
have been put down throughout this 
part of the countrys One south of 
High river, sunk by Mr. Snyder,flowed 
at the rate of 80 gallons per minute, 
Mr. Rowles’ well, whiley nct a flowing 
well is 212 feet deep. Mr. Silas Good's 
eight miles southeast of Okotoks, was 
drilled to a depth af 154 feet) 35 feet 
into the rock and gives an inexhausi- 
ible supply of , water. Last week 
Messrs. Snyder, Bricker & Co., of Oko- 
toks, sank a well for Mr..A. H. Wam- 
bold near Mr. Good and after, drifi- 
ing 12i feet struck water which, after 
cleaning the well, flowed from. the pipe 
three feet adove the ecurface at the 
rate of three gallons per manute, 
Mr. Wambold ‘+ highly pleased with 
his well and considers the little extra 
expense in sinking the well a.zgood in- 
the country, flowing wells wilt cer- 
vestment, This weil is but 15 feet\in 
the rock. I+ is rather surprising to 
find such wells as these) in a district 
where water was supposed. tfo be al,
